The situation in the Far East, 

and President Roosevelt's speech 
on Tuesday engaged the early 
attention of Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain, the Prime Minister, 
when addressing the CGonserva- 
tive Conference at Scarborough 
to-night. 
+ He sald thot although there had 
not yet been a formal decloratlon of 
war, there were In fact two major 
wars proceeding—in Spain and ‘China 
—both being characterised by the 
use of bombing aeroplanes, und In 
both cases non-combatants had been 
killed und = mutilated by — derlat 
weapons, “which, we are told, are 
aimed at. military objectives, but 
which, In no case, can be considered 
instruments of precision.” 

“It Is a sickening and horrifying 
spectacle from which one's mind 
revolts,” declared the Prime Minls- 
ter, “and has nroused in many 
countries the strongest feelings of 
indignation at its inhumanity—and 
sympathy with the helpless victims. 

“Yet ft seems to me thero Is some 
danger lest these natural human 
feelings should miss the real point 
towards which they should be 
directed. |

Criticism was to the cffect that 
Hongkong “might have taken a more 
realistic attitude in a situation 
whereln It was obvious that mail 
routed overland would be in danger 
of never reaching is destinatlon.”* 

“Jt js understood that not all the 
mail was forwarded to Shanghai via 
Hankow. The best estimates obtaln- 
abla indicate that half of St was 
forwarded by. the inland route,” sald 
the writer. . . 

The reference was to mall from 
America for Shanghal by: tivo ships, 
which was landed in Horuzkong and 
sent overland. i : 

Information is now availabic that 
the- mail. in question was: sent from 
Canton, by first avaliable means, |. 
between September 10 and 15. Most 
of it went by traln to Hankaw before, 
September 16, and the balance was 
sent direct to Shanghal in the 6.5. 
Iny!ng on September 17, 

Since the despatch of these malls 
nothing has been heard as regards 
any irregularity in their transmission, 
and therefore they must have safely 
reached Hankow or Shanghai. 
Naturally, in existing. conditions on 
the Yangtze, mulls via Hankow take 
some time for onward transmission 
to Shanghal.

In thirty-slx of forty-eight fur- 
ther cases, emotional stress or 
straln Lmmediately preceded the

In some cases It was possible for 
the knowledge of the existence of 
organic: heart disease with: its 
symptoms to precipitate the onset of

CAN THEY BE SAVED ? 


When hundreds, or thousands, 
of Chinese died in air raids in 
Canton and Nanking recently 
the whole world was shaken 
with indignation. Since then 
international efforts have been 
made to relieve the suffering of 
ravaged China, and enormous 
sums of money are atl the pre- 
sent time flowing out of Hong- 
kong to alleviate, in) some 
mensure, the travail of the 
Chinese people. In, the past, 
when floods and famines have 
wracked the country, millions 
have been poured out by in- 
dividuals and Governments -to 
relieve the situation, and Hong- 
kong has contributed its lakhs 
of dollars to this valuable work. 
But it appears that Hongkong 
has forgotten, in the stress of 
the moment, another calamity 
which affects it even more close- 
ly -than China’s misery under 
bombardment or her periods of 
plague, famine and flood. Be- 
cause a typhoon is a so-called 
Act of God we may be prone to 
agcept -the suffering it causes 
without a struggle to defend 
ourselves in future or to care 
for those who have lost .family 
and means of livelihood in its 
screaming course,

commercialism in one way or other, 

Utold him 1 would write something 
which might point out the dangers 
ahead, but’ that as one “commer- 
cially engaged” bowas not quile the 
right vehicle to be utilised in voicing 
his regrets about the wiy things 
are sroing. : 

He agreed, he said, with the Bowl- 
Ing associations in the Antipodes who 
limited: the value of the prizes for 
tournaments and other competitions 
to £5, He disapproved of the enorm- 
ous amounts, offered ag prizes at our 
seaside tournaments, and the awards 
of vouchers for varying sums, even 
to the men reaehing the last 16.0 ~ 


GREENS AND THE BAR 


I belleve, too, that he deprecated 
Bowling clubs which are financed by: 
brewers, or by individual proprietors, 
who draw their profits Not so much 
from the actual preens ls from the 
bars. 

In that I know he has the support 
of many members of the Council of 
the E.L.A,, who have resolutely ree 
fused to give any fixtures to preens 
under suspect of being the property 
of a private individual or a brewing 
concern, 

The attitude of these E.B.A, coun. 
cillors is the simple one of giving 
fixtures only to clubs which, are run 
by the members for ‘members, | all 
profits, either from the burs or the 
greens, going Into the common pool 
towards upkeep und development. 

But I am afraid 1 cannot subscribe 
to the theory, entertained by some 
of the old ‘uns still in Bowls, that 
men Hike myself who write about 
the game are professionals and should 
not be admitted to the ranks of amu- 
teur clubs, Nor would 1 stizmatise 
as professionals . those who — sell 
Bowls, or are engaged In thelr manu- 
facture and distribution, 


ALL MEN ARE EQUAL 


Nor would I go quite as far as 
docs the E.B.A, and deem profes- 
sionals all men who cut and roll a 
Bowling: green . by reason .of their 


calling. TL know it ts difficult to res [o-" ” 


concile the fact that if they played 
as-amateury they would be mixing, 
on level terms, with men who Rive 
them tips of the season. Yet Bow- 
lers cry aloud their faith that all 
men are equal on the green! 

I do. not blame seaside tourna- 
ment promoters for offering sold and 
silver cups, and considerable mone- 
tary awards on the vouchdr system, 
to successful players, ei : 
A man sho stands up to the long 
hours of strenuous work necessary to 
win, say, the Hastings singles, deser~ 
ves all the baubles - and bawbees 
that fall to him.

Most 
bird-watchers knew the kinds 
of birds whitch Ilve on moors, 
but there was very little JInform- 
ation about thelr numbers until 
this survey was completed. 

We now know that the density 
of bird-llfe {n moors {s about 
one bird to between one and 
two acres, Comparo this with 
the 59 to an acre in the Zoo- 
logical Soclety’s Woodland Bird 
Sanctuary at Whipsnade. 

Farmland has more birds 
than moorland, woodland more - 
than farmland. 

The woodland bird survey, in 
which Birdless Grove featured 
so paradoxically, followed as a 
natural consequence oF the suc- 
cess of the moorland survey, 
and was done on a considerably 
Jarger scale. 

For instance, the boys of 
Bishop’s Stortford College did 
good work counting the rela- 
tlve number of birds in 23 
woods round their school, and 
much the same thing was done 
by the pupils of Dartington Hall. 


ESIDES tackling the 
distribution of birds,

t ACK. in Victorla's days the Judge 

presiding over a murder trint at 
some West-Country Assizes was 
struck by the ready and confident 
answers of a witness. Remindnig the 
witness that o, man’s life might de- 
pend upon his testimony, his Lord- 
ship asked him how he came to be 
sv certain of his facts. 


Witness, an elderly stable-worker, 
modestly. answered that he was gifted 
with nu very remarkable memory, and 
added that he was able to recite by 
rote the whole of a short novel -by 
Horace Walpole. 


The Judge tested him, und it was 
evident by the speedetind confidence 
with which the man started on the 
first chapter that his was no Idle 
boast, : 


This was un extraordinary example 

of n tennclous memory, for as a rule, 
+ men's:memories are best concerning 
things connected with their life-work. 


We often see this in artists, A 
painter's eye ts trained to observe, 
‘The Jate Sir William Orpen had a 
greatly developed faculty, After a 
sitting or two, he would request the 
subject not to call ayzoin, and would 
complete a portrait from memory, 
3. M. W. Turner, whose seapleces are 
so famous, could Took at a ship and 
then go home and draw it without a 
: e or «rope out of piace. In fact, 
he preferred to worl: without models, 
and so did the ramous Horace Vernet, 
the best of whose battle-pictures are 
in the Louvre ond jn the galleries of 
Versailles. Vernet had a marvellous 
memory for every uniform of the 
French Army at every period. He 
painted hundreds of men jn uniform 
in his dime, and there was never a 
button or a strip of Ince Incorrectly 
placed. 


A Machine Otherwise Useless 


This memory for uniforms was 
strong dn Edward VIE. The cagle eye 
of the British King could detect the 
smallest particular In which a British 
or foreign officer was “improperly 
dressed,” and once he even corrected 
a visiting forelyn potentate who was 
wearing one of his orders in the 
wrong place. 


When Edward VI was holding a 
levee, officials ‘carefully inspected 
every officer to be -presented, to 
ensure that every tinjest detail in his 
equipment was correct. 


This only bears out the theory thot 
men’s memories are best for things 
in which they are most interested. It 
was part of a monarch's business to 
be ocquainted with the detalls of 
ceremonial dress. George 1V, though 
an indifferent ruler, had a truly 
kingly memory for such things, the 
one particular in which he resembled 
Edward VII, ‘

The reference was to mail from 
Amcrica for Shanghal by two ships, 
which was Innded in Hongkong an 
sent overland, 

Information ts now avallable that 
the mall in question was sent from 
Canton, by first available means, 
between September 10 and 15. Most 
of it went by train to Hankow before 
September 16, and the balance was 
sent direct to Shanghai in the ss. 
Kaying on September 17. ~ 

Since the despatch of these mails 
nothing has been heard os regards 
any irregularity {n thelr transmission, 
und therefore they must have safely 
reached Hankow or Shanghai. 
Naturally, in cxlsting conditions on 
the Yanglze, malls vin Hankow take 
some time for onward transmission 
to: Shunghal. 

The stniement that half these 
matis were forwarded by the Snland 
route (1.6, other than by the Canton- 
Ilankow Railway) ts characterised as 
absolutely absurd, 

The shipping service to Shanghal 
has now been partlally restored and 
malls are golng direct by sea and 
more frequently. 

MMustrating the diMculties with 
which the Post Ofllece had to contend 
n few week ufo was the mall sent 
to Shanghal by the President Hoover.

CAN THEY BE SAVED ? 


When hundreds, or thousands, 
of Chinese died in air raids in 
Canton and Nanking recently 
the whole world was shaken 
with indignation. Since then 
international ‘efforts have been 
made to relieve the suffering of 
ravaged China, and enormous 
sums of money are at the pre- 
sent time flowing out of Hong- 
kong to alleviate, in some 
measure, the travail of the 
Chinese people. .In the past, 
when floods ard famines have 
wracked the country, millions 
have Veen poured ont by in- 
dividuals and Governments to 
relieve the situation, and Hong- 
kong has contributed its: lakhs 
of dollars to this valuable work. 
But it appears that Hongkong 
has forgotten, in the ‘stress of 
the moment, another calamity 
which affects it even more close- 
ly than China's misery under 
bombardment or her periods of 
plague, famine and flood. Be- 
cause, a,typhoon is a so-called 
Act of God we may be prone to 
accepL the suffering it causes 
without a struggle to defend 
ourselves in future or to care 
for those who have lost family 
and means of livelihood in its 
screaming course. 


It would probably surprise a 
good many persons to know 
that in the typhoon of Septem- 
ber 2 no less than 2,000 Hong- 
kong licerised junks were lost.

This memory for uniforms wits 
strong in Edward VII, The eagle eye 
of the British King could detect the 
smallest particular Jn which a British 
or foreign oMcer was “improperly 
dressed,” and once he even corrected 
a visiting foreign potentate who was 
wearing one of his orders In the 
wrong place. 


When Edward VIE was holding a 
levee, officials carefully inspected 
every officer to be presented, to 
ensure that every tintest detall hh his 
equipment was correct.
